Then the recipient goes off 
the national dole and is required to 
apply for “transitional benefit.” which 
is distributed by local public assist- 
ance committees. These committees 
inquire into applicants’ means of sub- 
sistence and may stop or reduce their

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 25.—' 


(/)— With three additional reports to- 
day of floggings, the authorities push- 
ed their search for members of a whip- 
ping band, which is alleged to have 
beaten at least 19 persons here in 
recent neontha. 

Officers said they believed the mob- 
sters to be members of a single gang. 
“self appointed guardians of the pub- 
lic morals.” to quote Precinct Ser- 
geant G. P. Watkins, of the River- 
side police station. in which district 
most of the alleged victims have re- 
ported. 

“There really is no way of telling 
just how many have been waited on 
by the floggers,” Sergeant Watkins 
said today. When the first reports 
came in from two women who were 
beaten last Tuesday night by a mob 
of eight men, no previous reports had 
been received by the police. 

“They broke the ice,” the police 
sergeant said, “and nearly every day 
‘since we have had from one to half a 
dozen reports of this brutality.”

MIXED DECISION 
~ MADE IN PRUSSIA 


LEIPSIC, Germany, Oct. 25.—(#) 
In an unusual decision handed down 
today the supreme court upheld the 
action of the federal government last 
July in deposing the Prussian cabi- 
net for failure properly to carry out 
its functions. 

But the opinion also stated that 
this removal may be only temporary, 
that seizure of the executive power in 
Prussia by the federal authorities can- 
not be made permanent, for that 
would be a violation of state’s rights. 

This left a confusing situation. The 
government described the verdict as a 
complete vindication of its policies in 
Prussia; Adolf Hitler’s official news- 
paper reported it under a headline, 
“Von Papen’s Defeat,” and most of 
the other newspapers agreed that both 
sides had fared about equally, 

Premier Braon, most of whose func- 
tions were taken over by the federal 
commissioner, continues to hold office, 
and so do Carl Severing, his minister 
of the interior, and the other cabinet 
members. The court granted them 
the right to represent the Prussian 
state in negotiations with the fed- 
eral government, the Prussian diet 
and the other German states. Herr 
Braon lost no time in calling a cabi- 
net meeting for tomorrow and the na-« 
tional socialists, who control the diet, 
announced that they would hasten ef- 
forts to have the diet agree on the se- 
lection of a new premier. 

The supreme court held that Presi- 
dent Von Hindenburg had the right 
to take over the Prussian executive 
power temporarily in view of the po-| 
litical unrest which existed at the| 
time but, the opinion said, “it is not, 
permissible to turn the whele state 
government over to a federal commis- 
sioner and to remove the constitution- 
ally appointed ministers from their 
places. The constitutionally appoint- 
ed state government must remaih as 
the organ of the state.”

DEAR MISS CHATFIELD: 

I am in despair over my failure to 
win the confidence of my two children. 
Since they were tiny tots I have tried 
to teach them that they need never 
fear to tell me when they had done 
wrong and |] have encouraged them 
to talk over all the affairs of their 
lives with me. Yet now they are 
grown or practically grown and I am 
never sure what either of them is 
thinking or feeling about any subject 
that comes close to their hearts. 
Please tell me how I have failed and 
also how I may get this thing that 
every mother desires—her child's con- 
fidence. MRS. J. D. Y. 


ANSWER: 

There is no reason to believe that 
you have failed in your duty to 
your children, but there is reason to 
believe that you have failed to un- 
derstand two very important 
points: One, that every individual, 
child or adult, is entitled to the pri- 
vacy his nature desires and that 
not even a mother has the right 
to invade that privacy. The other 
point is that a young boy or girl 
approaching adolescence, and, for 
that matter. well into the adoles- 
cent years, is entering a new world. 
as new and strange as the first one 
on which he or she opened baby 
eyes. The first experience was char- 
acterized by complete dependence 
upon the mother that bent down 
over the baby’s cradle. The second 
is characterized by complete inde- 
pendence of that same mother that 
still hovers near, yearning to be 
leanéd upon, and confided in. 

But the young person, like the bird- 
ling trying weak wings, knows in- 
stinctively that he can only become 
competent to meet the new conditions, 
and acclimated in the new universe. 


(by making his own decisions without 
‘consulting with or 


depending upon 


his elders. Don’t make the mistake of 
squeezing these young people too tight. 
It will only serve to make them re- 
sentful and more uncommunicative. 
Don’t permit yourself to be betrayed 
into gouging into the tender hearts 
and minds of these adolescents, It will 
only serve to make them sore. 

If you will only stop and think, 
you will realize that you do know 
what they are thinking and feelin 
—just as you, yourself, thought an 
felt at their age. They are strug- 
gling with emotions, new and 
strange, they are mastering a lan- 
guage foreign to their hative 
tongues, they are moving about 
among people that have taken on 
different guises, they are faced with 
problems that are complex, when 
formerly their problems had been 
simple. They are in a sort of mys- 
tie maze, fighting their way to the 
light, and they resent the intrusion 
of any object that will delay their 
finding the light, even though that 
object be the person of a parent. 


There are some inhibited natures 
that shrink from showing their minds 
and their hearts to others. This con- 
dition may come about from one or 


‘more causes; an inherited reticence, 


tdisastrous experience with having con- 


fided in someone and having had that 
one betray the confidence, or even a 
heart-hurt experience when. one is 
young and tender. Any one of these 
experiences may result in a young 
person’s sealing up his lips and re- 
fusing to confide in anyone, But such 
instances are rare. 

The average child fs father to the 
man, and once your boy has reached 
man’s estate and your daughter wom- 
anhood you will discover that your 
love for them and theirs for you will 
dissolve the mist that hangs between
